Irtmisville, Ky., April 5.—Dr. Wil- 


liam Morrison, a Southern Presby- 
terian minister 'to the Congo Free 
State, in speaking1 before the Pres- 
byterian minister' association here, 
| (rave an impressive recital of the al- 


.eged barbarities practiced upon the 
natives of the Congo state by those 
holding the power and of the ob- 
stacles thrown in the wtiy of thalr 
correction by the authorities. 


'I livsd with these people for seven 


years. I know what I am talking 
about," said Dr. Morrison. "Leopold 
has there a native cannibal army of 
20,000 men, officsred by wliite Bel- 
gians and armed 
wiUi 
repeating 


rifles. 
These men, representing the 


worst and most savage type of the 
natives, were first caught, tlien car- 
ried far away from their homes and 
forced into this 
military 
service. 


There, in turn, this cannibal soldigry 
is used to compel the natives to bring 
in enormous tribute 
of ivory and 


India rubber. 
It is worth noting 


that the king- of Belgium is today re- 
puted to be the largest denier in ivory 
in tho world.

of delegates to whidli tlio township 
or ward in entitled. 
Tho dates fo( 


tho primaries are left to the dlscre> , 
tion of tho various wards nnd town- t 
flhips, but it is expected that they 
will he held on tho day prior to foho 
county convention, anid that in the 
city wards tho polls will bo 
open 


from noon until 8 o'clock p. m. Thero 
will bo but one voting placo In each 
ward. 


At tho primaries there will bo two 


ballots, tho names of candidates for 
delegates appearing on red paper and 
taw names of candidates for county 
oiuccs upon a bullet of white. The 
Australian system will bo used so 
far ns practicable; there will be no 
peddling of ballots about tho polling 
places, but the voter will secure his 
two ballots from the clerks inside 
the voting place, indicate his choica 
of both delegates and candidates ..by 
marking an "XT' opposite the naV>ea 
of "tho men he dsslres to support in 
each case, and deposit his ballots In 
tho box. 


Tt should be clear that (lie voter

Bank at Auburn, Arrested 


FOR UPPMMOE II COURT 


(Spsclal to Tlie Sentinel.) 


Auburn, Ind., April 4. — Affairs in 


connection with the defunct Farmers' 
bank of this city tooksensationalturn 
today when Albert Bobbins, who was 
president of tha bank, and his son, 
Eel I/. .Bobbins, who held a place as 
cashier of the wrecked 
institution, 


•were arrested upon cliarges of em- 
bezzlement. Each gave bond in the 
~B\lfa. of $5,000 for his appearance in 
the1 circuit court, and. quickly secured 
his liberty once more. 


The arrests were made this morn- 


ing by Marshal Lahnu/m, and the ac- 
cused men, were takeai before Justice 
"Walter, where preliminary 
hearing 


•was waived and where tiie bonds 
were executed. The whole affair was 
don* so quickly that It was over be- 
fore the public was aware of the pro- 
ceedings, but when, the isevrs spread 
about the city it created a tremen- 
dous sensation. It is true there haa 
"been, more or less gossip current to 
tho effect that some such 
was in 


contemplation, but it was hardly be- 
lieved an arrest was probable at this 
time, amd the action today come as 
a tremendous surprise to the general 
piibllc here. 


WATTJIBE OF OHAIW3-ES. 


The charges of embezzlement are 


practically identical in each case, and 
are based upon the allegation that 
each of the accused men accepted de- 
pcsits of cash from various patrons

HEARST WINS SUIT 


IN SUPREME COURT 


In Action Against Coal Trust it is 


Held Railroads Must Produce 
. 


Contracts in Court. 


Washington, April 4.—The case of 


the interstate commerce commission 
vs. Baird, couun.ou.ly known ;us the 
anthracite coai cose, was aocided uy 
tne supreme court of the 
uuiiuu 


States today in favor at the conten- 
tions of.the commission,, the decision 
of the )Jnited States circuit court for 
the southern district of M'ew Yoi\k be- 
ans reversed. 1'his is the case instl- 
tu:£d before the commission, by \V. 11. 
Hearts, of New York,'who aliogau 
discrimination by the-raiirona com- 
pany which reached tho anthracite 
ooai mines in Pennsylvania. During 
the hearing some of . the witnesses 
refused to produce certain contracts 
"bearing on. the business of the rail- 
load companies and the cool mines, 
which action was uphejd by the cir- 
cuit court. The supremo court held 
that the contracts should have been 
supplied. 
The opinion was hand- 


ed down by Justice Day. 


In handing down the opinion, of 


the court Justice Day said that the 
case had grown out of a complaint of 
.William-XL Heart, filed in 1903 with 
the interstate commerce commioslon 
against the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing;, the'LehJffh Valley, tho Delaware, 
ij&cltawanna and Western, the Cen- 
tral Ballroad of New Jersey and other 
railroad companies, and that it came 
.to this court from an order made iu 
the circuit court of the United States 
for the southern district of New York 
in. the matter of tho petition of tho 
commissioners for orders requesting 
the testimony of witnesses and the 
production 
o£ certain 
books atid 


papers in pursuance of the require- 
ments of the interstate commerce law. 


The first point decided was that of 


jurisdiction, which the court decided 
it had under tho law of 1D03 regulat- 
ing interstate commerce, and there- 
fore refused to entertain the motion 
to dismiss, which was made by the 
railroad companies. 
The court also 


held as irrelevant and inapplicable 
the point made in behalf of the rail- 
road companies that Mr. Hearst, the 
complainant, had sustalnfid no dam- 
age in the case, saying that under tho 
mandatory provision of the law tlie 
commission could not do otherwise 
than investigate. 


Coming.to the specific Items of tes- 


timony which the circuit court in dis- 
missing the petition considered ir- 
relevant, the nburt first considered 
the coal purchase contracts. 
Tho=:e 


contracts were mnrto with cnnl com- 
panies owned principally 'by the r.ill- 
road companies and fixed the price of 


anthracite coal, shipments 
to 
be 


made ns called for by the purchasers. 
While the contracts wer-j produced 
for inspection the wiincssas refused to 
permit them to be given in evidence. 


In passing upon this point Justice 


Day said: 


"The railroads are all ong&eer! in 


interstate commerce- nnd int-i '.V^i- 
affairs and methods of doing busi- 
ness the commission sought to nnd is 
lawfully authorized by the commence 
act to make an investigation. 
The 


commission has the right to know 
how interstate traffic is conducted, tho 
relations bctwc.en tho carrier** anH 
tho rates charged and collected.

Colinn, Ohio, April 4.—Tho .danger 


of tlio bursting o£ the eastern em- 
bankments of tho grand reservoir in 
Mercer county is for the present, at 
least, past. Strenuous work of hun- 
dreds of volunteers during, the past 
three days and abatement Sunday of 
the ivcst winds ivhjch were lashing 
the walci iu fury against tho banks, 
have preserved tho bonds of the big 
reservoir intact.

Swollen By Overflow from Great Res- 


ervoir atCelina Stream Goes 


Highest of Season Here. 


Following' a sweeping rise which 


sent tho flood in tho Swinney park 
district csveral inches liigiier than 
tlie topmost stage previously readied 
this spring, covering additional- low- 
lands nnd inundating a considerable 
portion of the Nebraska territory ad- 
jacent to the streani, the St. TSiary's 
river began, to recede early Monday. 
And while the water is tailing very 
slowly, no further riec is anticipated 
and it is believed that no additional 
damage -will result. 


The presont rise has been undoubt- 


edly due to the release of the water's 
from tho eastern end of the great res- 
ervoir near the headwaters of Ihe St. 
Maryls river, at St. Mary's, Ohio, 
where for several days Inst 
week 


there was imminent danger of the 
embankment giving way and flooding 


wide expanse of territory. To re 


lieve the situation there much water 
from tlio reservoir has benn released 
through, the waste weirs, with the rs- 
sult that tho valley of the St. Mary's 
has been overtaxed in carrying it 
away.
